MORMON MISSIONARIES. 


People Whose Homes They Nave 
Broken tp Wreaking Ven- 
geance. 

A letter written from Wheeling, W. 


Va., reads asfollows: Mormon elders 


have been doing some effective mis- 
sionary work in and around Wheeling 
for some time past, and the effects are 
beginning to be felt in a serious way. 
Sw critical is the situation in some sec- 
tions that serious trouble is brewing. 
In Wheeling there is to be found a 
congregation of ‘Saints,’”’ with a 
church building of their own, in which 
regular services are held. The con- 
verts made there have been mostly 
women, and some of them have been 
exported to Utah. It is in the coun- 
ties of Ritchie, Calhoun, Grant and 
Pendieton that the elders, or ‘‘ mission- 
as they call themselves, are 
working in the boldest manner. 
have made an astonishing 
of converts, and of 
have broken up in 
consequence. Cases numerous 
where entire famjlies have renounced 


their former faith and united with 
the Mormon Church More numerous, 
however, are the cases where family 
ties have been broken, where wives 
have deserted husbands, and husbands 
wives, to cast their lots with the 
Mormons. Many young girls have 
been induced to leave their homes to 
go to Utah. 

‘* You need not be surprised,”’ said 
a gentleman who travels extensively 
through the State, ‘‘to hear of trou- 
bles in some of the counties on account 
of it. The feeling among the anti- 
Mormon citizens is very bitter against 
the missionaries, and they are dis- 
cussing the matter of an organized 
movement to drive them from the 
State. The Mormon elders vehem- 
entiy deny that they are in any way 
connected with the polygamous branch 
of the Mormon Church, even gol: g so 
far as to denounce polygamy publicly, 
and to assert that the church in 
Utah has been thoroughly reformed 
in that respect. By these denials 
they are able to deceive’ the 
women, who seem to place great 
confidence in all they say. Among 
the early converts in Pendieton county 
Was a woman above the average intel- 
ligence, She became infatuated with 
the beauties of the ‘City of the Saints,’ 
as described by the missionaries and 
consented to there. After a six- 
months’ sojourn in Utah she returned 
and is now active in warning her 
friends against listening to the false 
prophets. She says the Mormon prac- 
tices she was permitted to witness in 
Utah completely disgusted her. She 
denounces the church as a ‘rotten in- 
stitution, whose priests are a set of lech- 
erous scoundrels and the whole system 
is one of jewdness.’ That the patience 
of the best people in the counties 
numed has been tested almost to the 
limits is certain and trouble and blood- 
shed may occur in one or two counties 
before the end comes, The people of 
Warren county have already organized 
to gat rid of the Mormons.’’

The Losses of Our Civil War. 

Thrown Into the Shade, | 
The battle of Leipsic was the blood- | 
iestever fought. It took place Octo- 
ber 16th, 18th and 19th, 1813, betweén 
the French and the Austrians, Prus- | 
sians and Kussians. The French | 
were 160,000 strong, the Allies 240.- | 
000. More than 80,000 men perished 
and the French were defeated. Such 
losses throw into the shade the losses 
of our own war. At Gettysburg 39,- 
000 were killed and wounded: at Chi- 
camaugua, 28,000. In the battles of 
the Wilderness 6,788 men were killed, 
and at Spottsylvania 6,206. In the final | 
attack of Kars, during the Russo- 
Turkish war of 1877-78, 7,000 men fell. 
The losses in the attacks on the 
Shipka Pass amounted to about 20,000 
men, and Yefore Plevna some 30.000 
men perished. Marius’ victory over | 
the Cimbri and Teutones at Vercell« 
in B. C. 101 is said to have cost the 
lives of 200,000 persons. |

The Chairman of the 
Joint Docks Committee appealed to 
the shippers not to press their request, 
for to grant it would be impossible 
without conceding the points which the 
companies are fighting against. At a 
meeting of the wharfingers a resolu- 
was adopted advising the strikers to 
accept the dock companies’ offers.

He 
was six feet seven in height, and corres- 
pondingly broad, with a pleasing face 
and winning manners—altogether a very 
comfortable and well proportioned giant, 
and as an acrobat he went about the 
London streets and attended the Lon- 
don fairs tillhe got an engagement at 
Astley’s. Here he posed both as Apollo 
and as Hercules, in the latter capacity 
wielding leaden weights beyond the 
power of ordinary men to lift. He also 
took to himself a wife in the same gigan- 
tic proportions, and when the season 
was over at Astley’s the two went through 
England exhibiting themselves, the 
husband trying to combine engineering 
with his mountebank’s work. He had 
studied hydraulics at Rome, and had 
really made some improvements in water 
engines, but he did not get much en- 
couragement, and the Hercules tricks 
were very wearing.

Paper Money And Its Uses, 


The history of Guernsey furnishes a 
curious and perhaps instructive instance 
of the kind of uses that paper money 
may serve. It was determined to build 
a meat market, and £4 000 were voted to 
defray the cost. Notes were issued by the 
authorities for that amount, and were 
guaranteed on the ‘‘ whole of the prop- 
erty of the island, said to be worth four 
millions.” These notes were worthless 
outside of Guernsey, and so they never 
were exported. They werf one-pound 
notes, and were numbered from 1 up to 
4,000. With them the contractor was 
paid; he paid his workman in the same 
money and those that supplied him with 
materials. Tradesmen took them for 
goods, landlords for rent and the sutlrori- 
ties for taxes. ‘‘In due season,” to 
quote from Jonathan Dancan, “the 
market was complete. The butchers’ 
stalls, with some public reoms con- 
structed over them, were let out for 
annual rent of £400. At the first year 
of tenancy the statee called in the first 
batch of notes, numbered 1 to 400, and 
with the £400 of real money recerved for 
rent redeemed the £400 of representa- 
tive money expressed by the ‘meat 
market notes.’ At the end of ten years 
all the notes were redeemed throtigh the 
application of ten years’ rental; antl since 
that period the meat market has re- 
turned a clear annual revenue to the states 
and continues to afford accommodation 
without having cost a farthing in taxes 
to any inhabitant.”

Those who think tattooing, as most | 


people do in this part of the world, a | 


custom of semi-civilized countries, except |

A Substitute for Gunpowder, 


Some American mines use the follow- | 
ing substitute for gunpowder: Caustic 
lime is gronnd fine and consolidated by | 


a pressure of forty tons into cartridges. | 


After the holes are drilled in the face of 
the coal, an iron tube half an inch in 
diameter, with a small groove externally | 
on the upper side, and several perfora- | 
tions, is inserted the whole length of | 
the hole. The cartridges, which bave a 
groove to fit the tube, are then inserted 
and lightly rammed, and the hole 
tamped. A small force pump injects 
through the tube a quantity of water 
equal in bulk to the lime. The water | 
escapes through the perforations along | 
the groove, saturating the whole, and | 
driving out the air. The tubeis then | 


closed by a tap to prevent the escape of | 


the steam, which, by its force, cracks the 
coal away from the roof, and then fol- 
lows the expansion of the lime.
